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REMARKS 



Claims 1-9 are pending in the instant application. The claims are subject to an 
Election Requirement as noted below. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the 
application in light of these remarks. 

The Examiner states that the application contains claims directed to a generic 
formula that encompasses patentably distinct species, in particular the compounds claimed in 
Claims 6-7. The Examiner requires election of one of those specific compounds.
